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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 26-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Liversidge et al 
(2002/0076025). 

Consider claim 26, Liversidge et al teach an apparatus comprising: a first communication 
session control component that support a first communication device on a communication 
session with a second communication device; and a second communication session control 
component that supports the second communication device on a communication session (f 0062, 
0065-0068); wherein the first communication session control component stores a first call record 
that contains identification information of the first and second communication devices that are 
active on the communication session, wherein the second communication session control 
component stores a first call record that contains identification information of the first and 
second communication devices that are active on the communication session fl[ 0184-0185); 
wherein the first communication session control component sends the identification information 
of the first and second communication devices (i.e., list of participants) to a third 
communication session control component that supports a third communication device to invite 
the third communication device to join the communication session flf 0186); wherein if the third 
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communication device joins the communication session, the first communication session control 
component adds identification information of the third communication device to the first call 
record and sends the identification information of the third communication device to the second 
communication session control component; wherein upon receipt of the identification of the third 
communication device from the first communication session control component, the second 
communication session control component adds the identification of the third communication 
device to the second call record fl[ 0187-0188).

second communication session control component removes identification information of the first 
communication device from the call record and sends the identification information of the first 
communication device involved in the departure to the second communication device fl[ 0084).

Consider claims 40 and 45, Liversidge et al teach a method and an article comprising: 
creating a first call record at a first communication session control component that support a first 
communication device on a communication session with a second communication device, 
wherein the first call record that contains identification information of devices that are active on 
the communication session; creating a second call record at a second communication session 
control component that support the second communication device on a communication session, 
wherein the second call record that contains identification information of communication devices 
that are active on the communication session (f 0062, 0065-0068, 0184-0185); sending 
identification information of the first and second communication devices from the first 
communication session control component to a third communication session control component 
that supports a third communication device to invite the third communication device to join the 
communication session; creating a third call record at the third communication session control 
component to store the identification information of the first and second communication devices 
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that are active on the communication session fl[ 0186); and sending the identification information 
of the first and second communication devices from the third communication session control 
component to the third communication device to allow a user of the third communication device 
to employ the identification of the first and second communication devices to make a 
determination whether to join the communication session flf 0134, 0186).
